Police, FBI thwart Army veteran's plan to bomb Nazi rally

LOS ANGELES (AP) — An 

Army veteran who convert¬ 
ed to Islam and discussed 
launching various terror at¬ 
tacks throughout Southern 
California was arrested as 
he plotted to bomb a white 
supremacist rally as retribu¬ 


tion for the New Zealand 
mosque attacks, federal 
prosecutors said Monday. 
Mark Domingo, an infantry¬ 
man who served a combat 
stint in Afg ha nista n, wa s a r- 
rested Friday after visiting a 
park in Long Beach where 
authorities said he planned 
to plant home-made ex¬ 


plosive devices made with 
nail-filled pressure cookers 
in advance of a Nazi rally 
scheduled Sunday. 
Domingo, 26, was arrested 
on a charge of providing 
material support to terror¬ 
ists. A criminal complaint 
said he had been planning 
since March to "manufac¬ 


ture and use a weapon of 
massdestruction in orderto 
commit mass murder." 

U.S. Attorney Nick Hanna 
told a news conference 
that Domingo supported 
violent jihad and spoke 
about becoming a martyr 
and ofpledging allegiance 
to the Islamic State group if 


it established a presence in 
the United States. 

"This is a c a se in whic h la w 
enforcement was able to 
identify a man consumed 
with hate and bent on 
mass murder, and stop him 
before he could carry out 
his attack," Hanna said.

gay during a valedictorian 
speech at Mormon-owned 
Brigham Young University 
has drawn praise from fel¬ 
low students and notable 
figures such as Kristin Che- 
noweth and the husband 
of Democratic presidential 
candidate Pete Buttigieg. 
Matt Easton, 24, said Mon¬ 
day he hopes his decision 
helps ease loneliness felt 
by other LGBTIQ students 
at the institution where an 
honor code forbids dating 
among members of the 
same sex. 

"I hope they can know 
they're not alone in the 
ways that sometimes I've 
felt alone at BYU, to know 
there's support for them 
and they're not broken," he 


said.

Saints the success that LG- 
BTC) memberscanachieve, 
he said. 

"We deserve to have our 
voices be heard," Easton 
said. 

Ihe political science ma¬ 
jor said only a few people 


knew about his sexual ori¬ 
entation before Friday, 
when he spoke the words, 
"I am proud to be a gay 
son of God" in a speech 
pre-approved by college 
offic ia Is. 

Video of the speech post¬ 


ed online sparked acco¬ 
lades from Chenoweth, 
who tweeted her love and 
support as a straight Chris¬ 
tian woman and Chasten 
Buttigieg, who responded 
with "Bravo!" 

The church has a doctri¬ 
nal opposition to same-sex 
marriage and intimacy, 
though the faith hasgradu- 
ally adopted a more com¬ 
passionate stance. It said 
in 2016 that homosexuality 
itself is not a sin, and LGBTTQ 
members have a valued 
place. 

Ibis month, the church re¬ 
versed policies banning 
baptisms for children of 
gay parents Advocates 
had called the policies de¬ 
meaning and hurtful. 

At BYU, hundreds of stu¬ 
dents rallied April 12, call¬ 
ing on officials to be more 
compassionate with viola¬

Former bank woiker in Alaska 
sentenced in theft of $4.3M

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) 

— A daring Alaska bank 
employee who boxed up 
$4.3 million in cash, rolled it 
to his car and flew it to Se¬ 
attle was sentenced Mon¬ 
day to 10 years in prison for 
bank theft. 

Gerardo Valenzuela, 34, 
also known asGary Caza- 
rez, was sentenced in fed¬ 
eral court after pleading 
guilty in J anuary. 

U.S. District J udge "Timothy 
Burgess gave him no cred¬ 
it for the seven years he 
served in a Mexico prison 
after his conviction there 
for smuggling cash, guns 
and ammunition, U.S. pros¬ 
ecutors said. 


Valenzuela was extradited 
to Alaska in September. 

He was 26 in 2011 when 
he worked as a cash vault 
services manager for Key- 
Bank in Anchorage. At the 
time of the theft, investiga¬ 
tors said, he was worried 
thatthe bankwasgoing to 
make his job obsolete and 
he could be terminated. 

In the week before the 
theft, he bought an airline 
ticket for his girlfriend to fly 
to Seattle and then stole 
$30,000 from Keybank, us¬ 
ing $24,000 to reserve a pri¬ 
vate jet. 

Bank policy called for hav¬ 
ing dual controls over the 
vault, but Valenzuela ig¬ 
nored the rule while train¬ 
ing new employees, pros¬ 


ecutors said. 

On the day of the theft, a 
Friday, he told the branch 
manager he was going 
to organize an ice cream 
social for bank custom¬ 
ers and would stay late to 
clean up. 

Late that night, without 
dual controls in place, Va¬ 
lenzuela was able to enter 
the vault, take the cash 
and board the private 
plane to Seattle, authorities 
said. 

He set the timer on the 
vault lock for the maximum 
time allowed, giving himself 
sixdaysto escape. 

In Seattle, he bought a 
car and an AK-47 rifle then 
drove with his girlfriend to 
Mexico.Q

'The criminal case outlines 
a chilling terrorism plot that 
developed over the past 
two months and targeted 
innocent Americans that 
he expected to gather this 
past weekend." 
Investigators said Domingo 
posted an online message 
March 3 that said "Ameri¬ 
ca needs another Vegas 
event," an apparent ref¬ 
erence to the 2017 mass 
shooting that killed 59. He 
allegedly said it would 
spark civil unrest to weaken 
"America by giving them 
a taste of the terror they 
gladly spread all over the 
world." 

After Domingo began to 
discuss seeking revenge for 
the March 15 attacks that 
killed 50 people at New 
Zealand mosques, a con¬ 
fidential source who has 
worked with the FBI since 
2013 began chatting with 
him about his plans. 
Domingo said he had an 
assault rifle, semi-automat¬ 
ic rifle and several maga¬ 
zines of ammunition. He 
discussed picking off Jews 
walking to synagogue, 
shooting police officers or 
attacking a church or mili¬ 
tary base, according to in¬ 
vestigators. 

When the source asked him 
how he planned to carry 
out violence without get¬ 
ting caught, court records 
said Domingo replied: 
"Martyrdom, bra." 

He also allegedly discussed 
killing a neighbor he was 
upset with as a prelude 
to broader violence and 
later contemplated bomb¬ 
ing the Santa Monica Pier, 
where he said a summer 
attack on the crowded 
tourist spot would maximize 
casualties because people

wouldn'tbe able to escape 
the blast in the enclosed 
space. 

Eventually, he settled on 
the idea of planting an im¬ 
provised explosive device 
that would be remotely 
triggered or detonated 
by a timer at a white su¬ 
premacist event, investiga¬ 
tors said. The confidential 
source connected him with 
a purported bomb maker 
who was actually an un- 
dercoverpolice officer. 
Domingo bought 8 pounds 
(3.6 kilograms) of nails long 
enough to puncture inter¬ 
nal organs and provided 
them to the bomb maker, 
though the resulting con¬ 
traption contained only 
inert materials, authorities 
said. 

If he survived the planned 
bombing, Domingo alleg¬ 
edly discussed launching 
further attacks on the Long 
Beach Port or on a train. 

The plot was thwarted just 
two days ahead of the 
event, investigators said, 
when an FBI SWAT team 
arrested Domingo after 
he was given the pressure 
cookers and surveyed Bluff 
Park in Long Beach, where 
the rally was supposed to 
happen. 

White nationalists, how¬ 
ever, never showed up at 
the park Sunday. Instead, 
a large group of counter 
protesters demonstrated 
forpeace. 

Phone and email messag¬ 
es seeking comment from 
the public defender repre¬ 
senting Domingo were not 
immediately returned. A 
voicemail left at a phone 
number listed for Domingo 
was not returned. 

Domingo is believed to 
have acted alone and au- 
thoritiessaid the public was 
not at risk. After Domingo 


was identified online by the 
FBI, he was under surveil¬ 
lance around the clock, 
said Ryan Young, the FBI 
special agent in charge of 
counterterrorism at the Los 
Angeles office. 

'Our biggest fear is this was 
a rapid what we call 'radi- 
calization to mobilization 
to violence, 1 " Young said. 
"Sometimes we get asked 
'What keeps you up at 
night?' This is a case that 
keeps us up at night." 

While Domingo had ap¬ 
peared committed to carry 
out the plot, court papers 
portray him as suddenly 
reluctant as the bomb plot 
came together. 

He told the others he 
thought were his confeder¬ 
ates they should consider 
postponing so he could fin¬ 
ish reading the Quran and 
experience the Muslim holy 
month of Ramadan begin¬ 
ning in May. 

Last Wednesday, he told 


the confidential source he 
wanted to think a bout it for 
a night. 

"Let's just sleep on it," he 
said, according to court 
papers. "If we're still as mo¬ 
tivated ... I'll give the go- 
ahead." 

The next day he sent a 
message to the supposed 


bomb maker that the plan 
was on. The two referred 
to the bombs as "presents" 
they needed to wrap fora 
party. 

"Keep the presents some¬ 
where safe lol," Domingo 
wrote back Friday morn¬ 
ing before making plans to 
meet that night.Q 
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Rod Rosenstein submits letter of resignation to Hump

WASHINGTON (AP) — Dep¬ 
uty Attorney General Rod 
Rosenstein submitted his 
resignation Monday, end¬ 
ing a two-year run defined 
by his appointment of a 
special counsel to investi¬ 
gate connectionsbetween 
Donald Trump's presidential 
campaign and Russia. His 
last day will be May 11. 
Rosenstein'sdeparture had 
been expected following 
the confirmation of William 
Barr as attorney general. 
The White House nomi¬ 
nated a replacement for 
the department's No. 2 slot 
weeksago. 

In his resignation letter to 
Trump, Rosenstein paid trib¬ 
ute to Trump, even prais¬ 
ing the president's sense of 
humor, despite being the 
subject of some of Trump's 
most biting jabs Trump 
once retweeted an image 
that showed Rosenstein 
and other officials jailed for 
treason. 

Rosenstein intended to 
leave around mid-March 
but stayed on forthe com¬ 
pletion of special coun¬ 
sel Robert Mueller's Russia 
investigation. Mueller last 
month submitted his report 
to the J ustice Department, 
and Rosenstein was part of 
a small group of depart- 
mentoffic ia Iswho reviewed 
the document and helped 
shape its public release. 
After Mueller didn't reach 
a conclusion on whether 
Trump had obstructed 
the investigation, Ban - and 
Rosenstein stepped in and 
determined the evidence 
wasn't enough to support 
such an allegation. 
Rosenstein appointed 
Mueller in May 2017 fol¬ 
lowing the recusal of then- 
Attomey General Jeff Ses- 
sionsand oversaw much of 
his work. His exit leaves the 
department without the of¬ 
ficial most closely aligned 


with the probe as officials 
grapple with public and 
congressional scrutiny of 
the special counsel's find¬ 
ings and the department's 
handling ofthe report. 

He not only supervised 
Mueller's work for much of 
the last two years but also 
defended the investigation 
against attacks from con¬ 
gressional Republicansand 
Trump, who hasblasted the 
probe as a "witch hunt." In 
so doing, Rosenstein some- 
timesfound himself at odds 
with Trump. He was none¬ 
theless spared the brunt of 
anger directed at Sessions, 
whose recusal from the 
Russia investigation infuri¬ 
ated the president, lead¬ 
ing to hisforced resignation 
last November. 

As deputy, Rosenstein was 
a centra I characters some 
ofthe most consequential, 
even chaotic, moments of 
the Trump administration. 
He wrote a memo criticiz¬ 
ing J ames Comey that the 
White House used as justifi¬ 
cation for the firing of the 
FBI director, then a week 


later appointed Mueller to 
investigate the Trump cam¬ 
paign's ties to Russia. "That 
investigation swiftly grew to 
include whether the firing 
of Comey constituted ob¬ 
struction of justice. 

Integral to the start of the 
investigation, Rosenstein 
was also present for the 
very end, standing silently 
on stage behind Barr two 
weeks ago when the at¬ 
torney general cleared the 
president of obstruction, 
praised the president's co¬ 
operation with the inves¬ 
tigation and maintained 
several times that there 
had been no collusion be¬ 
tween the campaign and 
Russia. 

In his resignation letter, 
Rosenstein said most dep¬ 
uties stay in their post for 
about 16 months; Rosen¬ 
stein will have served about 
two years. 

"I am grateful to you forthe 
opportunity to serve; forthe 
courtesy and humoryou of¬ 
ten display in our personal 
conversations; and forthe 
goals you set in your inau¬ 


gural address: patriotism, 
unity, safety, education, 
and prosperity, because 'a 
nation exists to serve its citi¬ 
zens,"' Rosenstein wrote. 

Ihe deputy attorney gen¬ 
eral position is a hugely sig¬ 
nificant job, responsible for 
overseeing the dailyopera- 
tions of the J ustice Depart¬ 
ment and the work of Unit¬ 
ed States attorneys across 
the country. Trump has 
nominated Deputy Trans¬ 
portation Secretary J effrey 
Rosen as Rosenstein's re¬ 
placement. 

Though Rosenstein's exit 
was orderly, his relationship 
with the president had waf¬ 
fled overtime. His job sta¬ 
tus appeared perilous last 
September following news 
reports that he had dis¬ 
cussed secretly recording 
Trump and invoking a con¬ 
stitutional amendment to 
remove him from office. He 
hung on for several more 
months and appeared to 
tumthe page, at least pub¬ 
licly, after a private meet¬ 
ing with Trump aboard Air 
Force One. 


Rosenstein appointed 
Mueller after Sessions, who 
ordinarily would have over¬ 
seen the investigation, 
recused himself in March 
2017 because of his close 
involvement in the Trump 
campaign. Ihe appoint¬ 
ment came one week af¬ 
ter Trump fired Comey, an 
action Rosenstein laid the 
groundwork for by writing 
a memo that sharply criti¬ 
cized Comey's handling of 
the Hillary Clinton email in¬ 
vestigation. 

Ihe White House initially 
cited the memo as justifica¬ 
tion forthe firing, but Trump 
has said he was thinking of 
'this Russia thing" when he 
fired Comey. 

Over the next two years, 
with Sessions recused from 
the Russia investigation, 
Rosenstein set the bound¬ 
aries of Muelleris investiga¬ 
tion, approved investiga¬ 
tive steps and, in place 
of the rarely seen special 
counsel, twice announced 
criminal indictments from 
the Justice Department 
podium against Russians 
accused of election inter¬ 
ference. 

The investigation overshad¬ 
owed the rest of Rosen¬ 
stein's work even as he 
joined Sessions in talking 
up the president's agenda, 
including announcements 
on combating violentcrime 
and opioid addiction. 
Rosenstein endured in the 
job beyond Sessions, but 
there were moments when 
his position appeared in 
the balance. 

Trump lamented to The 
New York Times in J uly 2017 
that 'there a re very few Re- 
publicans in Baltimore," a 
reference to Rosenstein's 
prior job as the U.S. attor¬ 
ney in Maryland. Rosen¬ 
stein was appointed to 
that position by Republican 
President George W. Bush 
and remained forthe entire 
Obama ad ministration.□

TRAVERSE CITY, Mich. (AP) 

— Illinois Gov. J .B. Pritzker 
says he is willing to take 
initial steps toward fortify¬ 
ing a lock-and-dam system 
on a Chicago-area water¬ 
way so it can protect Lake 
Michigan from invasive 
Asian carp. 

Pritzker, a Democrat, told 
the U.S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers in a letter Friday 
that he had authorized the 
state's cooperation with 
preconstruction, engineer¬ 
ing and design work at the 
Brandon Road Lock and 
Dam nearjoliet, Illinois. But 
he voiced misgivings a bout 
the cost and said his state 
"isnot in a financial position 
to commit to the full plan in 
itscurrentform." 

The Corps has proposed in¬ 
stalling devices such as an 
electric barrier, noisemak- 
ers and an air bubble cur¬ 
tain in a specially designed 
channel to deter fish from 
swimming upstream and 
remove those that don't 
turn back. Ihe adjacent 
lock would be retooled to 
flush away unwanted spe¬ 
ciesfloating on the water. 
An updated version of 
the plan released last No¬ 
vember put the price tag 
at $778 million, which was 
much higherthan an earlier 
$275 million estimate. That 
drew criticism from Illinois, 
which agreed last year to 
serve as "non-federal spon¬ 
sor^ of the project. 

"I would like to discuss how 
we can lower the cost of 
this plan and still effectively 
address the threat of Asian 
carp," Pritzkersaid. "I will not 


sign a Project Partnership 
Agreement without a cost 
control strategy and addi¬ 
tional cost sharing among 
the states." 

Corps spokeswoman Sa¬ 
mantha Heilig said Mon¬ 
day that Pritzker's letter was 
forwarded to the agency's 
headquarters in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., where a final re¬ 
port on the project awaits 
approval from the chief of 
engineers. 

Ihe Brandon Road complex 
is on the Des Plaines River, 
which is part of a water- 
wa y netwo rk tha t links La ke 
Michigan with the Illinois 
River. The Illinois River is in¬ 
fested with several varieties 


of Asian carp, which were 
imported decades ago to 
cleanse Southern sewage 
lagoons and fish farms but 
escaped into the Mississippi 
Rive rand invaded many of 
its tributaries. 

Scientists say if the Asian 
carp becomes established 
in the Great Lakes, it could 
unravel food chains and 
out-compete native spe¬ 
cies. 

Environmentalistsand some 
states, including Michigan, 
have called for walling off 
Lake Michigan from the 
Chicago waterway system, 
which Illinois opposes as 
disruptive to commercial 
navigation. Ihe Brandon 


Road project is considered 
a compromise. 

Former Michigan Gov. Rick 
Snyderproposed a partner¬ 
ship lastyearto help cover 
costs of operating and 
maintaining the Brandon 
Road structures, drawing 
support from Ohio, Wiscon¬ 
sin, the Canadian province 
of Ontario and Chicago. 
But former Illinois Gov. 
Bruce Rauner rejected fel¬ 
low Republican Snyder's 
offerof $8 million in support 
ofthe arrangement, saying 
he didn't want to commit 
to the deal in the final days 
of his term. 

Snyder's successor, Demo¬ 


cratic Gov. Gretchen Whit- 
mer, is willing to make good 
on hisproposal and appre¬ 
ciates Pritzker's decision to 
move forward, spokesman 
Ed Golderofthe Michigan 
Department of Natural Re- 
sourcessaid Monday. 

Illinois Sens. DickDurbin and 
Tammy Duckworth, both 
Democrats, supported 
Pritzker's position in a state¬ 
ment and agreed other 
Great Lakes states should 
share the costs 
"Invasive Asian carp are a 
serious threat to the Great 
Lakes ecosystem and the 
region's economy," they 
said .□ 
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Gov. Cuomo signs offshore 
drilling ban into law 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo hassigned 
into law a new ban on drill¬ 
ing for oil and gas off the 
New Yorkcoast. 

The Democrat was joined 
by musician Billy Joel for 
a bill signing Monday on 
Long Island. 

Membersofthe Democrat- 
led state Legislature passed 


the ban eariierthisyearfol- 
lowing the Trump adminis¬ 
tration's proposal to open 
up more coastal areas to 
drilling. 

Specifically, the ban would 
barstate permits for drilling 
or oil or gas exploration in 
offshore areas controlled 
by the state. 

That would make it much 


more difficultforany drilling 
to occur close to coastal 
New York, even in waters 
controlled by the federal 
government. 

Opponents to drilling off 
the Long Island coast say 
it would put the local envi¬ 
ronment, water quality and 
huma n hea Ith at risk.Q 
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Ethane storage seen as key to revitalization of Appalachia

CIB/ELAND (AP) — Plans 
are underway in Appala¬ 
chia to create two under¬ 
ground facilities to store 
ethane, a byproduct of 
natural gas drilling seen as 
integral to revitalizing a re¬ 
gion still struggling from the 
loss of industrial and manu¬ 
facturing jobs decades 
ago. 

Experts say the availabil¬ 
ity of storage facilities will 
help the tristate region of 
eastern Ohio, southwestern 
Pennsylvania and north¬ 
ern West Virginia attract 
petrochemical plants that 
turn ethane into raw plas¬ 
tic and, the hope is, attract 
manufacturing companies 
to make products ubiqui¬ 
tous to modem life. 

Energy Storage Ventures 
is awaiting approval of 
state permits to construct 
an underground facility 
to store ethane and other 
natural gasliquids, said Da¬ 
vid Hooker, the Colorado- 
based company's presi¬ 
dent. 

Meanwhile, Appalachia 
Development Group in 
Charleston, West Virginia, 
wants to build a much larg¬ 


er storage facility some¬ 
where in the tristate region. 
Company President and 
CEO Steven Hedrick said 
the creation of a petro¬ 
chemical and plastics in¬ 
dustry could lead to billions 
of dollars in investment and 
tens of thousa nds of jobs in 
the coming years. 

'The people of Appalachia 
deserve this opportunity," 
Hedrick said. 

Technological advances in 
hydraulic fracturing, better 
known as fracking, have 
helped fuel an oil and gas 
boom in Appalachia and 
southwest states like Tex¬ 
as It has also provided an 
abundant supply of ethane 
thatisdriving the expansion 
of the petrochemical in¬ 
dustry in itsepicenteralong 
the Gulf Coast of Texas and 
Louisiana, where most eth¬ 
ane storage also is located. 
Ethane is a gas when 
brought to the surface 
a long with metha ne, the fa r 
more abundant "dry" natu¬ 
ral gas used to cook our 
food and heat our homes. 
Ethane is colorless, odorless 
and, like methane, highly 
combustible. It becomes a 
liquid when super-cooled 
at processing plants called 


fractionaters that sepa¬ 
rate out other natural gas 
liquids. While most ethane 
produced today is shipped 
out of the region via pipe¬ 
lines, a portion is "rejected" 
and windsup in the natural 
gasstream. 

'Cooking eggs with ethane 
in the morning is like cook¬ 
ing eggs with hundred- 
do liar bills," Hedrick said, 
paraphrasing U.S. Energy 
Secreta ry Rick Perry. "It gets 
the job done, but it doesn't 
make sense." 

Industry experts say there is 
enough potential ethane 
production in Appalachia's 
Utica and Marcellus shale 
fields to supply four or five 
petrochemical pla ntsin the 
region. They also say under¬ 
ground storage is vital to 
providing an uninterrupted 
supply to those plants 
'When you look at the eth¬ 
ane market that is devel¬ 
oping, I just can't imagine 
those plants operating 
without storage in thatmar- 
ket," Energy Storage Ven¬ 
tures'David Hookersaid. 
Energy Storage Ventures' 
subsidiary, Mountaineer 
NGL Storage, hopes to be¬ 
gin construction along the 
Ohio River as early as this 


summer. Hookersaid initial 
plans call for building a fa¬ 
cility capable of storing 1.5 
million barrelsof naturalgas 
liquids, primarily ethane but 
also propane and butane. 
The company will use fresh 
waterto carve out space in 
a salt formation more than 
6,500 feet (1,980 meters) 
underground. 

Resulting brine water from 
construction will be trans¬ 
ported across the Ohio 
River via pipeline for use at 
an alkaline plant in West 
Virginia, Hookersaid. 
Appalachia Development 
Group is considering sites 
in the region for its Appala¬ 
chia Storage Hub and Trad¬ 
ing Facility, which Hedrick 
said would be capable of 
storing 10 million barrelsof 
natural gasliquids. 

Hooker said the cost of his 
project is estimated at $150 
million and is fully financed. 
The estimated cost of the

The first signs of the emer¬ 
gent ethane petrochemi¬

That 
includesa much anticipat¬ 
ed cracker plant for eth¬ 
ane conversion that a part¬ 
nership between two Asian 
companies is considering 
building in eastern Ohio's 
Belmont County. The part¬ 
nership between Thailand's 
PTT Global Chemical and 
South Korea's Da elim Indus¬ 
trial has received clean air 
and water permits from the 
state but hasn't fully com¬ 
mitted to construction, de¬ 
spite having already spent 
more than $100 million on 
planning, according to 
partnership spokesman 
Dan Williamson. 

Industry analysts and back- 
ersof the two storage hubs 
say the availability of eth¬ 
ane storage and the deci¬ 
sion whether to build the 
plant a re intertwined. 

'To me, the key is PTTG lob- 
al," Hooker said, adding 
that he "can't imagine"the 
plant operating without 
ethane storage. He said 
he's had conversations with 
PTT-Daelim. 

Appalachia Development 
Group's Hedrick agrees 
with Hooker's assessment. 
Without the PTT-Daelim 
partnership or another 
regional petrochemical 
plant, Hedrick said his stor¬ 
age facility project prob¬ 
ably won't be viable. 

'The two go hand in glove," 
Hedrick said. 'We need 
both at the same time.

HONOLULU (AP) — Fine a nd 
helicopter parts rained 
from the sky Monday in a 
suburban Honolulu com¬ 
munity as a tour helicopter 
crashed and killed all three 
people aboard, officials 
and witnesses said. 

"All you could see wasfire," 
witness Melissa Solomon 
said, explaining that she 
was driving on the street 
when she looked up to see 
flames and a helicopter 
plummeting in front of her. 
She said she had turn onto 
another street because 
she was afraid more piec¬ 
es were going to fall from 
the sky onto her and her 
16-year-old daughter sitting 
in the front passengerseat. 
'We could have been 
sma shed by it," she sa id. 
Paramedics responding to 
an unrelated call from a 
patient with leg pain about 
30 yards (27 meters) away 
heard "a horrific bang,"said 
Shayne Enright, a spokes¬ 
woman for Honolulu Emer¬ 
gency Medical Services. 
When they turned around, 
they saw a helicopter on 
fire. 

'When they got there, 


neighbors were doing a 
heroic job trying to put out 
the fire and also trying to 
getthe patients away from 
the burning aircraft," En- 
rig ht sa id. 

Ihe crash occurred in Kai¬ 
lua, a town of 50,000 peo¬ 
ple abouta 30-minute drive 
from downtown Honolulu. 
The crash site was on a 
two-lane road amid one 
and two-story homes. 

Darel Robinson was do¬ 
ing construction work at 
a house about a half-mile 
from the crash site when he 
heard what sounded like 
helicopter blades thump¬ 
ing and then a loud boom. 
"It was going nose down 
and parts were starting to 
fly off," he said. 

Megan Lacy of Alabama 
was visiting friends when 
they heard the crash. They 
went outside, expecting to 
find two carsafterthey had 
hit each other. 

'We were really confused," 
she said. "And then we 
heard screaming and 
the word 'fire,' and I saw 
smoke," she said. Debris 
damaged her rental car 
a bout 100 ya rds (90 meters) 
from the crash. 

A resident said he heard 
the morning crash then saw 


a ball offire in a road when 
he ran from his house. 

Leleo Knappenberger told 
Hawaii News Now that his 
mother heard the helicop¬ 
ter flying over the house, 
making a strange noise. 

He said he later saw what 
appeared to be the tail 
end of the helicopter. 

"It's all smashed to pieces," 
he said. 

Federal Aviation Admin¬ 
istration spokesman Ian 
Gregor said the agency 
believesthree people were 
on board the four-seat, 
Robinson R44aircraft. 

He said the circumstances 
ofthe crash were unknown. 
No further details were 
available on those killed. 
The helicopter, which was 
built in 2000, is registered to 
United Helicopter Leasing 
LLC of Honolulu, according 
to FA A records. State busi¬ 
ness records show Nicole 
Vandelaar as the manag¬ 
er. 

A woman who answered 
the phone at the business 
and identified herself as 
Nicole declined to immedi¬ 
ately comment, saying she 
wastoo busy to talk. 

A website for the Honolulu 
tour helicopter company 
Novictor Helicopters iden¬ 


tified Nicole Vandelaar 
as founder and CEO. The 
website said she is an ex¬ 
pert pilot commercially li¬ 
censed to fly helicopters 
and airplanes. 

A Novictor helicopter 
crashed on a sandbar in 
Kaneohe in October after 
the pilot lost consciousness 
twice.Thatcrash resulted in 
injuriesto the pilot and two 
passengers It was also a 
Robinson R44aircraft. 

State Rep. Cynthia Thiel- 
en, who represents Kailua, 
sa id she wa nts the FA A to 
prohibit tour flights over 
Hawaii's residential areas 
and national parks. The Re¬ 


publican lawmaker wants 
Hawaii's congressional del¬ 
egation to ask the FAA to 
implement such restrictions 
Thielen also called for tour 
helicopter flights to be 
grounded until an inves¬ 
tigation into the crash is 
completed. 

Kailua is home to a Marine 
Corpsbase. In recent years 
it's become a populardes 
tination for tourists to go to 
the beach, hike and shop. 
Former President Barack 
Obama stayed at a rented 
beachfront vacation home 
in the town during the win- 
terholidayswhen he wasin

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Far-right in Spain sweeps town with anti-migrant message

EL g IDO, Spain (AP) - Sur¬ 
rounded by miles of green¬ 
houses where migrant 
workers grow fruit and 
vegetables for the rest of 
Europe, this sleepy town 
on the sunbaked Mediter¬ 
ranean coast has become 
a beachhead for the ar¬ 
rival of the far-right in Spain, 
the latest country to be hit 
by the wave of national¬ 
ist populism sweeping the 
continent. 

El Ejido was where the up¬ 
start far-right Vox party 
made its most impressive 
gains during Sunday's na¬ 
tional elections, with its 
promises to defend Spain's 
unity and quash the sepa¬ 
ratist push in northeastern 
Catalonia, while also rail¬ 
ing against the women's 
movement and animal- 
rights activists who want 
to ban traditional Spanish 
bull-fig hting. 

That message helped pow¬ 
er Vox to 10% of the vote 
nationwide, giving Spain's 
parliament its first lawmak¬ 
ers from the extreme right 
since the 1980s 
But it was in El Ejido, a town 
of some 85,000 residents 
with a large number of 
overseas workers key to its 
agriculture industry, that

Vox struck its biggest vic¬ 
tory with another of its ban¬ 
ner causes: halting illegal 
immigration. In El Ejido 30 
percentofthe vote wentto 
Vox, making the party the 
biggest victor in town. 

The day after the election 
there were no Spanish flags 
hanging from the balco¬ 
nies of the town's white- 
and-pastel-colored build¬ 
ings, and no gatherings in 
its public squares. There 
was no sign of campaign¬ 
ing anywhere as residents 


of European and African 
descent strolled along its 
c lea n, tree-lined streets. 
There was, however, an un¬ 
dercurrent of the populist 
angerthat hashelped cat¬ 
apult the far-right to elec¬ 
tion victories in Italy, Austria 
and Hungary. 

J uan J ose Bonilla, a lawyer 
and farmerwho grows zuc¬ 
chini in the greenhouses 
known locally asthe Sea of 
Plastic that blanket the sur¬ 
rounding Almena region, is 
Vox's candidate in El Ejido 


for May 26 local elections 
to be held across Spain. 
On Monday, Bonilla cel¬ 
ebrated Vox's victory with 
a cake in the party's bright- 
green color decorated 
with a photo of himself a nd 
one of the party's national 
heavyweig hts. 

While also mentioning his 
concern over the risk the 
Catalan separatists rep¬ 
resent to Spanish national 
unity, Bonilla said it was 
Vox's stance on immigra¬ 
tion that drove the party's 


cause in his town. 

"People want serious and 
strong steps to be taken 
to fight against illegal im¬ 
migration," Bonilla told The 
Associated Press. Tradition¬ 
al parties "have not known 
how to solve the territo¬ 
rial question (of Catalonia) 
nor immigration orthe high 
taxes Spaniards a re subject 
to." 

Juan Baron, a 41-year-old 
taxi driver who also has 
worked harvesting green¬ 
house tomatoes, said he 
voted for Vox because he 
believesmigrantswho work 
for lower wages are unfair 
competition. 

The government "helps the 
migrants more than people 
that are from here," Baron 
asserted, repeating a large¬ 
ly unsubstantiated claim of¬ 
ten heard from the anti-im¬ 
migrant right that migrants 
get more public assistance 
than native Spaniards. Vox 
won 24 seats in the 350- 
seat Congress of Deputies, 
the lower house of Spain's 
parliament, making it the 
fifth-leading power in Span¬ 
ish politics. Its gains came 
largely at the expense of 
Spain's traditional conser¬ 
vatives, the Popular Party, 
which suffered its worst 
ever defeat, plummeting

Ban on banana-eating a rtwork draws ridicule in Poland

leader of the Islamic State 
group claimed to appear 
for the first time in five years 
in a video released by the 
extremist group's propa¬ 
ganda arm on Monday, 
acknowledging defeat in 
the group's last stronghold 
in Syria but vowing a "long 
battle"ahead. 

The man said to be Abu 
Bakr al-Baghdadi in the 
video also claimed the 
Easter Day bombings in Sri 
Lanka which killed over250 
people were "part of the 
revenge" that awaits the 
West. 

"fhe video released Mon¬ 
day by a media outlet 
run by the extremists, Al- 
Funqan, shows al-Baghdadi 
with a bushy grey and red 
beard, wearing a black 
robe with a beige vest and 
seated on the floor with 
what appears to be an 
AK47 rifle propped up next 
to him. He is speaking with 


three men seated opposite 
him whose faceswere cov¬ 
ered and blotted out. 

It is his first video appear¬ 
ance since he delivered 
a sermon at the al-Nuri 
mosque in the Iraqi city of 
Mosul in 2014. In that video, 


he appeared as a black- 
robed figure with a trimmed 
black beard to deliver a 
sermon from the pulpit of 
the mosque in which he 
urged Muslims around the 
world to swear allegiance 
to the caliphate and obey 


him as its leader. 

Since then, he has only re¬ 
leased audio messages 
through the group's media 
outlets. 

In the video released Mon¬ 
day, al-Baghdadi acknowl¬ 
edged that IS lost the war 


in the eastern Syrian village 
of Baghouz, the group's last 
sliver of territory, which was 
captured last month by the 
U.S.-backed Kurdish-led Syr¬ 
ian Democratic Forces.The 
fall of Baghouz marked the 
militants' territorial defeat 
and the end of their self- 
declared Islamic caliphate 
over parts of Syria and Iraq. 
Al-Baghdadi said that the 
battle for Baghouz demon¬ 
strated the "barbarism and 
brutality" of the West and 
the "courage, steadfast¬ 
ness and resilience of the 
nation of Islam." 

'This stea dfa stness shoe ked 
the hearts of the Crusad¬ 
ers in what increased their 
rage,"he added. 

Referring to the setbacks in 
battle, he said the "broth¬ 
ers" of the many fallen 
fighters "will avenge that, 
as they will not forget as 
long as they have blood in 
theirveins, a nd there will be 
a battle afterthisone." 
Al-Baghdadi called specifi¬ 
cally on his followers to in¬ 
tensify attacks on Fra nee.□ 


Abandon Jakarta: Indonesia again mulls plan for new capital

Indonesia's decades-long 
discussion about building a 
new capital hasinched for¬ 
ward after President Joko 
Widodo on Monday ap¬ 
proved a long-term plan for 
the government to aban¬ 
don overcrowded, sinking 
and polluted J akarta. 
Widodo decided at a spe¬ 
cial Cabinet meeting to 
move the capital outside 
of Indonesia's most popu¬ 
lous island, J ava, said Plan¬ 
ning Minister Bambang 
Brodjonegoro. It was one 
of three options discussed. 


The other alternatives were 
moving to a location near 
Jakarta or staying put and 
relocating all government 
buildings to a special zone 
around the presidential 
palace. 

The site fora possible new 
capital hasn't been an¬ 
nounced, but Palangkara- 
ya on the island of Borneo 
has often been rumored 
as the location. Brodjone¬ 
goro, however, said east¬ 
ern Indonesia is favored. 
'This is a big job, impossible 
to take just one year, it 
could take up to 10 years," 
he said. 


Prone to flooding and 
rapidly sinking due to un¬ 
controlled ground water 
extraction, Jakarta is the 
archetypical Asian mega¬ 
city creaking under the 
weight of its dysfunction. 
0 nly 4% of J a ka rta's wa ste 
wateristreated, according 
to the government, caus¬ 
ing massive pollution to riv¬ 
ers and contaminating the 
ground water that supplies 
the city. Congestion is esti¬ 
mated to cost the econo¬ 
my $6.5 billion a year. 

"The idea to move the 
capital city appeared long

TOKYO (AP) — J a pan's im¬ 
perial family is relatively 
small and will shrink further 
in the coming years. Only 
one of Emperor Akihito's 
four grandchildren is a 
male who can ascend to 
the throne. Ihe three prin¬ 
cesses likely will lose their 
royal status eventually, 
since they are required to 
do so if they marry com¬ 
moners. Akihito's daughter 
lost her imperial status after 
marrying a local govern¬ 
ment offic ial. 

A look at the imperial fam¬ 
ily as Akihito abdicates on 
Tuesday: 

EMPRESS MIC HIKO, 84 

Akihito's wife, bom Michiko 
Shoda, is the daughterof a 
wealthy businessman who 
led the Nissin Flour Milling 
Co. She graduated from 
the University of the Sa¬ 
cred Heart with top hon¬ 
ors in English literature and 
has written and translated 
children's books Michiko 
met Akihito ata 1957 tennis 
tournament remembered 
as a "love match," and the 
couple married two years 
later. 

Michiko was the first com¬ 
moner to marry an emper¬ 
or and was part of many 
changes Akihito brought 
to J apan's ancient monar¬ 
chy. They broke tradition by 
raising their three children 
instead of leaving their 
care to palace staff. They 
traveled around Japan, 
reaching out to those with 
disabilities or other difficul¬ 
ties. When the couple met 
people coping with disas¬ 
ters, Michiko led the inter¬ 
actions, typically kneeling 
on the floor "Heisei style," 
named after Akihito's era. 

CROWN PRINCE NARUHITO, 
59 

Naruhito, whose name in 


Chinese characters means 
a virtuous person, will as¬ 
cend the Chrysanthemum 
Throne on Wednesday as 
the 126th emperor in a line 
dating to the fifth centu¬ 
ry. A historian and a viola 
player, Naruhito is Japan's 
first emperor-to-be to have 
studied abroad and could 
expand his role to global is¬ 
sues He has pledged to in¬ 
herit his father's devotion to 
peace and compassion for 
the people, while exploring 
his own style. 

Naruhito married a Har¬ 
vard-educated former 
diplomat, Masako. After 
graduating from Gakush- 
uin, a private school for 
former aristocrats, Naruhito 
studied at Oxford University 
and authored a paper on 
the historical Thames River 
water transportation sys¬ 
tems. His only child is Prin¬ 
cess Aiko, 17. 

CROWN PRINCESS MASA¬ 
KO, 55 

Harvard-educated Masa¬ 
ko Owada had a promising 
future as a diplomat when 
she captured Naruhito's 
eye at a 1986 tea party. It 
took Naruhito seven years 
of waiting, during which 
Masako studied at Oxford 
and refused him twice. She 
finally accepted his pro¬ 
posal and the two married 
in 1993. 

Despite growing expec¬ 
tations that she may help 
modernize and internation¬ 
alize the palace, Masako 
has largely receded from 
the public since the early 
2000s after giving birth to 
daughter Aiko and devel¬ 
oping stress-induced de¬ 
pression. In 2004, Naruhito 
subtly criticized the heat¬ 
ed attention and pressure 
placed on Masako to pro¬ 
duce a boy while depriving 
her of foreign visits. Naruhi- 
to says Masako is steadily 
recovering and hopes to 
gradually expand herrole. 


PRINCESS AIKO, 17 

The only child of Naruhito 
and Masako would have 
been next in line to the 
throne if bom in a gender- 
equal nation. But Japan's 
Imperial House Law only 
allows males to rule. As a 
child, Aiko enjoyed watch¬ 
ing sumo and memorized 
wrestlers' names and ranks. 
Having parents who stud¬ 
ied in Britain, Aiko has par¬ 
ticipated in a summer pro¬ 
gram at Eton College. 

PRINCE FUMIHITO, 53 

The younger of Akihito's 
two sons, Fumihito is bet¬ 
ter known as Akishino, his 
childhood title, and will be 
crown prince during Na¬ 
ruhito's reign. His future stint 
will be short, if at all, and 
there is speculation that Fu¬ 
mihito may skip histumand 
hand it to his 12-year-old 
son, Prince Hisahito. Affec¬ 


tionately known as prince 
"catfish," his research sub¬ 
ject, Fumihito has visited 
Thailand a number of times 
to study fisheries and the 
domestication of chickens 
He met his wife, Kiko, at 
G a kushuin University, 

where both were students 
Contrary to his brother's at¬ 
tentive team-playerimage, 
Fumihito is said to be free- 
spirited and outspoken, at 
times critical of his elder 
brother. He and Kiko have 
two daughtersand a son. 

PRINCESS KIKO, 52 

Kiko, formerly Kiko Kawashi- 
ma, g rew up in the U.S. a nd 
Austria and lived in mod¬ 
est housing after returning 
to Japan. She was called 
the "apartment princess" 
when she married Fumihito 
in 1990. Twelve years after 
the couple had their sec¬ 
ond daughter, Kiko gave 
birth to Hisahito in 2006 


amid intense attention on 
a possible male heir. Hisa¬ 
hito 'sbirth halted a govern¬ 
ment debate on whether 
to change the succession 
rules to allow a female em¬ 
peror. 

PRINCE HISAHITO, 12 

The only male of Akihito's 
four grandchildren, Hisa¬ 
hito will be second in line to 
the throne when the new 
era begins, and there is 
nobody left after him. The 
male-only succession rules 
maintained by the govem- 
mentand its right-wing sup¬ 
porters put him on the spot, 
with heavy pressure to pro¬ 
duce a male heir. Akihito's 
abdication reminded the 
government of a need to 
resume discussion on how 
to maintain the royal popu¬ 
lation and a stable succes¬ 
sion. 

PRNCESSMAKO, 27 

The oldest of Akihito's four 
grandchildren and sister of 
Hisahito, Mako has been 
a target of tabloid cover¬ 
age due to her boyfriend's 
family debt scandal that 
pushed backtheirplanned 
marriage to 2020 amid 
growing uncertainty. Her 
college classmate and 
boyfriend, Kei Komuno, is 
now studying law at Ford- 
ham University in New York. 

PRINCESS KAKO, 24 

The second-oldest of Aki¬ 
hito's grandchildren, Kako 
recently graduated from 
International Christian Uni¬ 
versity in Tokyo, where she 
studied psychology. She 
won't seek a job and is ex¬ 
pected to take on official 
duties as a member of the 
royal family. Kako spent a 
year studying performing 
arts at Leeds University in 
Britain and enjoys hip-hop 
dancing. She has pub¬ 
lished photo books as her 
looks and fashion gained 
followersO

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexi¬ 
can President Andres Man¬ 
uel Lopez 0 bra dor on Mon¬ 
day symbolically launched 
work on a new airport for 
Mexico City to replace the 
nearly half-built $13 billion 
project he cancelled upon 
taking office. 

Lopez Obrador promised 
the new Felipe Angeles air¬ 
port northeast of the capi¬ 
tal won't exceed itsbudget 
and will save the govern¬ 
ment money even with the 
cancellation of the partially 
built airport. 

"It's going to resolve the 
problem of saturation at 
the current Mexico City air¬ 
port , but a Iso be an exam¬ 
ple of how you can carry 
out a rational, austere pol¬ 
icy based on honesty that 
needs to establish itself as 
the way to live and the way 
to govern in our country," 
Lopez Obradorsa id. 

The new airport — named 
for a general allied with 
revolutionary icon Pane ho 
Villa — is at the Santa Lucia 
military air base and the 
army is in charge of getting 
it built for $4.1 billion. 

It is supposed to begin op¬ 
erating in mid-2021, though 
construction has not yet 
begun. 

Two new runwayswould be 
added to its existing one 
and the commercial air¬ 
port would share the space 
with the military. 

Critics have argued that 
the new airport will have 
difficulty operating simul¬ 
taneously with the exist¬ 


ing airport, but in a report 
by the military, consultant 
Navblue said they could 
operate simultaneously in 
terms of airspace. 

One of the early hitches 
pointed out in the military's 
environmental impact 
statement is a small moun¬ 
tain named "Paula"thatsits 
beside one of the runways. 
It would be too close for 
commercial airliners to use 
that runway, so the report 
says it would be dedicated 
exclusively to military use. 
But the biggest concern 
raised in the report has to 
do with water. The airport 
would consume an estimat¬ 
ed 6 million liters (1.6 million 


gallons) per day from an 
already severely overtaxed 
aquifer that the capital de¬ 
pends on, and that's not in¬ 
cluding consumption from 
hotels and other businesses 
that will spring up around it, 
the report said. 

Three existing wells on the 
air base should provide 
enough water, but that is 
expected to lower the wa¬ 
ter table in the aquifer, so 
some wellscould go dry. 
The report says that could 
be mitigated by creating 
recharge zones in the area 
to put water back into the 
aquifer. Another possibility 
would be bringing water 
from another, less-stressed 


aquifer. 

On Monday, the Zfeferino 
La d rillero Human Rights 
Center called on the gov¬ 
ernment to consult with the 
more than 20 communi¬ 
ties around the airport. The 
group warned thatthe wa¬ 
ter consumption would di¬ 
rectly impact livestock and 
agriculture, and with it the 
livelihoods of thousands of 
families. 

Lopez Obrador, though, 
said consultations had al¬ 
ready taken place. 

"lean tell you now thatthe 
consultation with the com¬ 
munities around Santa Lu¬ 
cia happened and what 
do you think? The people 


approved the project," he 
said. There was no descrip¬ 
tion of when or how those 
consultations were per¬ 
formed. 

When the time the airport 
it begins to operate in mid- 
2021, it could handle nearly 
20 million passengers. 

One of the looming ques¬ 
tions is how flights will be 
divided between the capi¬ 
tal's main airport, Benito 
Juarez International, and 
the new one at Santa Lu¬ 
cia. The environmental 
impact statement for the 
project mentions that ini¬ 
tially two airlines will be op¬ 
erating there, but it does 
notsay which. 

The new airport would con¬ 
nect to the existing one 
via a 28-mile (46 kilometer) 
route with dedicated bus 
lanes to speed passengers 
to their connecting flights 
About 5 miles of that route 
would actually be along a 
perimeter road built forthe 
now-cancelled airport at 
Texcoco. 

In October, before Lopez 
Obrador had taken office, 
he held an unofficial refer¬ 
endum on cancelling the 
$13 billion Texcoco proj¬ 
ect, which was already 
nearly half completed. He 
proposed converting the 
Santa Lucia air base and 
making improvements at 
Benito Juarez, which had 
been targeted for closure. 
The plan received 70%ap¬ 
proval, though critics com¬ 
plained that fewer than 2 
percent of Mexico's regis¬ 
tered voters took pa rt.Q

LA PAZ; Bolivia (AP) — A 

prominent human rights 
group said Monday that 
Bolivia has undermined ju¬ 
dicial independence by 
arbitrarily dismissing nearly 
100 judges since 2017 and 
it asked the Organization of 
American States to address 
the issue. 

Human Rights Watch said 
the judges were not given 
any reason forthe dismiss¬ 
als by a Magistrates Coun¬ 
cil dominated by allies of 
President Evo Morales. 

It said even judges who 
supposedly had perma¬ 


nent positions have been 
ousted. 

Government officials con¬ 
tacted by The Associated 
Press said they would have 
no comment before read¬ 
ing the report. 

The New York-based or¬ 
ganization noted that the 
OAS Democratic Charter 
calls for the "separation 
of powers and indepen¬ 
dence of the branches of 
government" and said sev¬ 
eral international treaties 
signed by Bolivia demand 
an independent and im¬ 
partial judic iary. 


Judges who can be re¬ 
placed by officials "are 
much more vulnerable to 
pressure that the govern¬ 
ment can exercise," said 
the organization'sAmericas 
director, Jose Miguel Viv- 
anco. "HRW has received 
credible complaints of 
pressure by senior govern¬ 
ment officials forjudges to 
try opponents." 

He also cited a Constitu¬ 
tional Tribunal ruling de¬ 
claring that Morales has a 
"human right" to run for re- 
election indefinitely despite 
a constitutional ban. □

Yopo orCohoba and the load poison 


The practice of using Yopo ortoad poison was always dangerous for those experi¬ 
menting, and did not always help the participant achieve wisdom. Still, itwasa very 
important religious practice which has its roots in Caquetian spiritualism. Itis believed 
that the cult dedicated to nature spirits was practiced along with their mythological 
believes Given the heterogeneity of language and culture, itis impossible to char¬ 
acterize a single indigenous "shamanism" or "shaman" for South American lowland 
and Caribbean Amerindian groups A great variety of shamanic specialists perform¬ 
ing ritualsand administersubstances for beneficial purposes has been observed; an 
equal numberof individuals are recognized fortheirpoterrtialto send harm to others 
Ihe acquisition of knowledge and practices vary considerably between groups In 
some, shamanic knowledge is acquired through dreams without a formal appren¬ 
ticeship, and all people share a bit of shamanic power. Others have formal appren¬ 
ticeships with masters In some cases the aggressor may be the same person who 
heals Among the Arawakans of the Rio Negro and Guyana regions there isa plural¬ 
ity of specialists who are classified by intention and by techniques The poison owners 
cause harm or healing by the use of plant knowledge. Anyone who knows the right 
chants can cause harm. There ate a variety of healers who ate distinguished by their 
sec ret knowledge and the substances and therapeutic techniques 


Thus, indigenous terms for the anthropo¬ 
logical category of shamansare culturally 
specific and the characteristics of these 
specialists a re so varied, including the ac¬ 
quisition of knowledge and techniques, 
that it is impossible to identify a universal 
shamanic role in the face of this diversity. 
Historically it has been the anthropologists 
who identify certain figures as "shamans" 
or pajes, or which doctors, as they are 
called in the modem literature, and not by 
the natives The use of a single gloss isa sci¬ 
entific interpretation of language and cul¬ 
ture, it is impossible to characterize a single 
indigenous "shamanism" or "shamanistic 
teaching practices" for South American 
lowland groups We must consider that a 
great variety of shamanic specialists are 
performing rituals and administer sub¬ 
stances for beneficial purposes; an equal 
numberof individuals are recognized for 
their potential to send harm to others. The 
acquisition of knowledge and practices 
vary considerably between groups Sha¬ 
manism among the ancient Caquetios 
was expressed mainly during the Cohoba 
and the Maco ceremonies, when sha¬ 
mans and important men in the commu¬ 
nity inhaled psychoactive powdersorthe 
liking of poisonoustoads. Seated on a rock 
or on a wooden stool, they first pushed a 
spatula down their throats, purging the 
stomach and purifying it to receive the sa¬ 
cred hallucinogenic powders. 

The cohoba ritual aimed to help its prac¬ 
titioners to contact the deities or spirits to 
diagnose illnesses and predict the future. 
On the other hand it has been interpret¬ 
ed to empowerto practitioner to transmit 
and aspropitiatoryto ceramic effigiesand 
Zfemi's that were buried in Cunuco'sthat 
on their hand transmit fertility powers for 



agricultural purposes, especially for yuc¬ 
ca, com beansand squashes 
Aboriginal tribes of the Caribbean, Cen¬ 
tral and South America, including the Ca- 
quetioan groups of our islands, used to 
ground the seeds of a plant called *Ana 
denantera preregrina together with other 
herbs and also with snails or shells, whch 
they bum and then add the mixture into 
a container for its elaboration through the 
sacred fire. In that way they obtained a 
fine powder, essentially hallucinogenic, 
that was inhaled or blown in the nose of 
the companion either as a remedy orfor 
spiritual trance, a hecura for the Yano- 
mamis of the Amazon region. A trance 
that facilitates the interpretation of mes¬ 
sages, trowing effective spells and the of¬ 
fering of blessingsthrough open portaIsof 
eathly power. 

The active component of these seeds is 
similar to an "isolated" part of the poison- 
ousglandsofthe common cane toad also 
known as Maco, Spc. Rhinella Marinus, 
which the excreted substance of its poison 
grandson itbackisused asan entheogen 
forithallucinogenic quality. Despite all pre¬ 
caution deadly overdoses still occures. In 
Aruba there is an ancient Shamanic chant 
which goesasfollow "Dori maco si mi muri

po Botanical name of the 
plant which we refer to as 
cohoba oryopo has been 
dispersed all through the 
Caribbean, Central and 
Southamerica greatly by 
the hand of man. 

It is a tree that grows in Es- 
panola, Puerto Rico, Lesser 
Antilles and northern part 


of South America, Brazil 
and Paraguay. It reaches

There is little chance Popo¬ 
vich endsup anywhere but 
San Antonio, where he has 
enjoyed unprecedented 
success. His desire to re¬ 
turn was apparent during 
an 18-minute news con¬ 
ference to wrap up a sea¬ 
son that ended with a loss 
to the Denver Nuggets in 
Game 7 of their first-round 
series. 

Popovich hasl,245 wins, 
third-most in NBA history 
behind Don Nelson and 
Lenny Wilke ns, and is one 
of five coaches to win five 
NBA championships. He 
will coach USA Basketball 
in the FIBA World Cup in 
China this summer, and 
will coach the Americans 
in the Tokyo Olympics next 
summer should the team 
qualify. 

The Spurs have reached 
the playoffs the last 22 sea¬ 
sons, a streak that ties for 
the longest in NBA history. 
Many doubted the Spurs 
would continue that streak 


this season with all the tur¬ 
moil and turnover. 

A year ago, Kawhi Leon¬ 
ard played in only nine 
games while nursing a right 
thigh injury. Reportedly up¬ 
set with how his rehabilita¬ 
tion was handled, Leonard 
forced his way out of San 
Antonio in the offseason 
and was sent to Toronto 
along with Danny Green in 
a trade forDeMarDeRozan 
and J akob Poeltl. 

The Spurs also lost Manu 
Ginobili to retirement and 
Tony Parker left the team 
in free agency along with 
veteran Kyle Anderson. 

"I didn't know what to ex¬ 
pect, to be honest,"Popov¬ 
ich said. "I didn't know how 
this group would respond 
to that kind of adversity, 
but they showed us a lot 
in continuing with the pro¬ 
gram and trying to do what 
we wanted them to do.

San Antonio had eight new 
players on its roster this sea¬ 
son, the most in Popovich's 


tenure. That turned out to 
be one of the highlights for 
the veteran coach.

If that wasn't enough to 
overcome, the Spurs also 
lost starting point guard De- 
jounte Murray to a season¬ 
ending knee injury in the 
preseason and his replace¬ 
ment, Derrick White, missed 
the first month with a knee 
injury. 

In one four-game stretch, 
the Spurs lost three games 
by 30-plus points; in Popo¬ 
vich's first 1,758 regular- 
season games as coach, 
the Spurs had only lost by 
30-plus five total times. Of 
course, they also won five 
straight games by 25-plus 
points for the first time un¬ 
der Popovich and ended 
up seventh in the Western 
Conference as DeRozan 
and veteran LaMarcus Al¬ 
dridge helped carry the 
team's young roster.

Now Spikes has a new 
idea: free movie tickets for 
people who first agree to 
watch ads.

Spikes spoke with The As¬ 
sociated Press recently 
about the state of movie 
theaters. Questions and 
answers have been edited 
for length and clarity. 

Q: Why change moviego¬ 
ing? 

A: If you do not evolve with 
the times, you will wake up 
and find you're like a re¬ 
cord store ora video (rent¬ 
al) store. To keep cinema 
at the forefront, we need 
to be innovating. 

Q: You get a free movie 
ticket after watching at 
least 15 minutes of video 


ads on your phone. Whats 
to stop me from just leaving 
the ads running on a table? 

A: We had to build in facial 
recognition so that you can 
tell thatthe person actually 
watched. If I look away, it 
can detect that. It'll pause 
if it doesn't see me for five 
seconds. 

Q: Whoa, that sounds 
creepy. 


A: Nothing is recording. It's 
a motion detector. There 
is nothing leaving your de¬ 
vice, nothing stored. (All 
advertisers get) is this many 
people watched these 
spots. 

Q: How ate longer ads bet- 
terthan 30-second spots? 

A: You actually get the 
time to go into a story. It 
should feel like you're being 


entertained versus you're 
sitting through painful ads 
The more time you spend 
focused on an activity or 
brand, the more you're like¬ 
ly to spend your money. 

Q: How's starting Pie Show 
different from Movie Pass? 
A: We were trying to figure 
certain things out, like how 
much do you charge and 
how much are they going 


to eat (use the service)? 
There were people going 
every day, and there were 
people who maybe didn't 
use the service. There were 
regions behaving differ¬ 
ently. The ad businesses 
are more straightforward. 
Facebookand others have 
figured it out. 

Q: With MovieRass, you 
took a loss as you coveted 
the full cost of movie tickets 
in most cases Will you also 
be subsidizing tickets with 
Pie Show? 

A: We're expecting to 
run this business such that 
you're paying your way 
(through ads) to go to the 
movies. The way to do that 
is to let in a few people, 
and you have certain ad¬ 
vertisers to start, and you 
grow overtime. 

The investment community 
wants smarter businesses 
There's not the same toler¬ 
ance to, 'Oh, we'll figure it 
out." 

Q: What advice do you 
have for others starting their 
own businesses? 

A: Do something that you 
know you love so much, 
you're your own kind of ex¬ 
pert at it. □

The growth was driven, 
among other things, by "a 
better-than-planned pro¬ 
motion in the U.S. and Can¬ 
ada." Spotify said it had 
reached 'the high end of 
our guidance range of 97- 
100 million." 

By comparison, archrival 
Apple Music had about 50 
million paying subscribers 
at the end of 2018, the lat¬ 
est available figures Apple 
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is expected to release new 
figures with its earnings re¬ 
port on Tuesday. 

The number of Spotify's to- 
tal monthly users, which 
includes those who do not 
pay a monthly subscription 
fee but use the service with 
intermittent ads, rose to 217 
million in the first quarter. 
The strong growth in its user 
base led to a 33% rise in 
revenue, to 1.5 billion euros 
($1.7 billion). Yet like many 
tech companies focusing 
on building market share, 
the company continued to 
lose money, reporting an 
operating loss of 47 million 
euros.

Fed likely to underscone a message: No rates hikes in 2019

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Federal Reserve this week 
will likely reinforce a theme 
that has cheered consum¬ 
ers and investors since the 
start of the yean No interest 
rates hikes are likely any¬ 
time soon. 

The prospect of continued 
low rates is keeping bor¬ 
rowing costs low for house¬ 
holds and companies It is 
helping drive record highs 
in the stock market. It is sup¬ 
plying fuel for a U.S. econ¬ 
omy that's growing steadily 
but fairly modestly and until 
recently was seen as fac¬ 
ing the risk of a recession. 
And with inflation remain¬ 
ing unusually mild, the Fed 
is seen as able to stay on 
the sidelines through year's 
end and perhaps beyond. 
The Fed will likely express 
that belief in a statement 
when its latest policy meet¬ 
ing ends Wednesday and 
in a news conference that 
Chairman Jerome Powell 
will hold afterward. 

'The Fed will recognize the 
brightereconomic outlook, 
but there will be no change 
at this meeting," said David 
Jones, an economist and 
author of books about the 
Fed. 

The generally brighter view 
of the economy and the 
stock market represents a 
sharp rebound from the fi¬ 
nal months of 2018, when 
concerns about a possible 
global recession and fear 
of further Fed rate increas¬ 
es had darkened the eco¬ 


nomic picture. Stock prices 
tumbled in the final quarter 
of the year, especially af¬ 
ter the Fed in December 
not only raised rates for the 
fourth time in 2018 but sug¬ 
gested that it was likely to 
keep tightening credit this 
year. 

Yet beginning in January, 
the Fed engineered an 
abrupt reversal, suggest¬ 
ing that it was finished rais¬ 
ing ratesfornow and might 
even act this year to sup¬ 
port ratherthan restrain the 
economy. In characterizing 
its stance, the Fed's new 
watchword became "pa¬ 
tient." And investors have 
responded by delivering a 
major stock market rally. 

The market gains have 
also been fed by improved 


growth prospects in Chi¬ 
na and some other ma¬ 
jor economies and by the 
view that a trade war be¬ 
tween the world's two big¬ 
gest economies, the United 
Statesand China, is moving 
closerto a resolution. 

On Friday, the govern¬ 
ment reported that the U.S. 
economy grew at a surpris¬ 
ingly strong 3.2% annual 
rate in the J anuary-Manch 
quarter. It wasthe best per¬ 
formance fora first quarter 
in four years, and it far sur¬ 
passed initial forecaststhat 
annual growth could be as 
weak as 1% at the start of 
the yea r. 

If economic prospects 
were to brighten further, 
could Fed officials rethink 
their plans to suspend fur- 


therrate hikesand perhaps 
resume tightening credit? 
Possibly. But investors don't 
seem to think so. Accord¬ 
ing to data tracked by the 
CME Group, investors fore¬ 
see zero probabilitythatthe 
Fed will raise rates anytime 
this year. And in fact, their 
bets indicate a roughly 64% 
likelihood that the Fed will 
cut ratesbefore year'send. 
One factor in that dovish 
view is that the economy 
might notbe quite asrobust 
as the latest economic fig¬ 
ures suggest. The first quar¬ 
ter's healthy 3.2% annual 
growth rate was pumped 
up by some temporary 
factors — from a surge in 
restocking of companies' 
inventories to a narrowing 
of the U.S. trade deficit — 


that are expected to re¬ 
verse themselves If so, this 
would diminish the pace 
of growth and likely hold 
down inflation. 

"We are still confronting a 
global slowdown, with 70% 
of the global economy 
slowing,"said Diane Swonk, 
chief economist at Grant 
Thornton. 

Indeed, for all of 2019, 
growth is expected to total 
around 2.2% down from 
last year's 2.7% gain, as 
the effects of the 2017 tax 
cuts and billions of dollars 
in increased government 
spending fade. Atthe same 
time, the Fed is still strug¬ 
gling to achieve one of 
its mandates: To produce 
inflation of roughly 2% On 
Monday, the government 
reported thatthe Fed's pre¬ 
ferred inflation gauge rose 
just 1.5% in March from 12 
months earlier.

WASHINGTON (AP) — For 

the past three years, virtu¬ 
ally nothing has hatched 
at Antarctica's second big¬ 
gest breeding grounds for 
emperor penguins and the 
start of this year is looking 
just as bleak, a new study 
found. 

Usually 15,000 to 24,000 
breeding pairs of emperor 
penguins flock yearly to a 
breeding site at Halley Bay 
, considered a safe place 
that should stay cold this 
century despite global 
warming. But almost none 
have been there since 
2016, according to a study 
in Wednesday's Antarctic 
Science. 

The breeding pair popula¬ 
tion has increased signifi¬ 
cantly at a nearby breed¬ 
ing ground, but the study's 
author said it is nowhere 
nearthe amount missing at 
Halley Bay. 

'We've neverseen a breed¬ 
ing failure on a scale like 
this in 60 years," said study 
author Phil Trathan, head 
of conservation biology at 
the British Antarctic Survey. 
"It'sunusual to have a com¬ 
plete breeding failure in 
such a big colony." 
Normally about 8% of the 
world's emperor penguin 


population breeds at Hal¬ 
ley Bay, Trathan said. 
Black-and-white with yel¬ 
low ears and breasts, em¬ 


peror penguins are the 
largest penguin species, 
weighing up to 88 pounds 
(40 kilograms) and living 


about 20 years Pairs breed 
in the harshest winter con¬ 
ditions with the male incu¬ 
bating their egg. 

Scientists blame the sharp 
decline on climate and 
weather conditions that 
breakapartthe 'fastice" — 
sea ice that's connected 
to the land — where the 
emperor penguins stay to 
breed. They incubate their 
eggs and tend to their 
chicks — one per pair — 
on ice. After breeding and 
tending to the chicks, the 
penguins move to open 
sea. 

In 2016and 2017, there was 
no breeding in Halley Bay 
and last yearthere wasjust 
a bit, the study found. 

The nearby Dawson- 
Lambton breeding area, 
which had been home to 
a couple thousand pairs, 
increased to 11,117 pairs 
in 2017 and 14,612 pairs in 
2018, the study said. 

While that's encouraging, it 
doesn't make up forallthat 
was lost at Halley Bay, Tra¬ 
than said. "Not everybody 
hasgone to Dawson Lamb- 
ton yet,"he said. 

What's troubling isn't that 
part of the colony has 
moved to Dawson-Lamb- 
ton, it is that scientists 
thought of Halley Bay as a 
climate change refuge in 


one of the coldest areas 
of the continent "where in 
the future you expect to al¬ 
ways have emperors," Tra- 
tha n sa id. 

David Ainley,a marine ecol¬ 
ogist and penguin expert 
at the consulting firm H.T. 
Harvey &amp; Associates, 
worried that some people 
will be more alarmed than 
they need to be because 
many of the penguins 
didn't disappear, but just 
moved. While not as sc ary 
a sit may sound initially, with 
climate change "long term, 
it's another question as al¬ 
ternate breeding sites likely 
will become harderto find," 
said Ainley, who was not 
part of the study.lhe study 
makes sense, and some¬ 
times dramatic environ¬ 
mental change can cause 
a breeding failure like this, 
said Stephanie Jenouvrier, 
a penguin expertat Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Insti¬ 
tution who wasn't part of 
the study. 

Trathan said a super strong 
El Nino — a natural cyclical 
warming of the central Pa¬ 
cific that changes weather 
worldwide — melted sea 
ice more than usual and 
exposed the fast ice to 
wind and waves, making 
the breeding home less 
stableO

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A daunting task begins: Reducing

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) 

— Fishing managers on 
the East Coast began the 
daunting process Monday 
of implementing new re¬ 
strictions on lobster fishing 
that are designed to pro¬ 
tecta vanishing species of 
whale. 

A team organized by the 
federal government rec¬ 
ommended last week that 
the numberof vertical trap 
lines in the water be re¬ 
duced by about half. "The 
lines have entrapped and 
drowned the North Atlantic 
right whale, which number 
a little more than 400 and 
have declined by dozens 
thisdecade. 

"The interstate Atlantic 
States Marine Fisheries 


Commission met Monday 
outside Washington to dis¬ 
cuss the implementation 
of the new rules, which are 
designed to reduce serious 
injuries and deaths among 
whalesby 60 percent. 

The rules will be developed 
in the coming months and 
could have a huge effect 
on the lucrative fishery. 
Some individual lobstermen 
place several miles of trap 
lines in the water, meaning 
hundreds of miles will have 
to be removed in total to 
meet the goal.'States are 
committed to taking on the 
reductions,"said Toni Kems, 
interstate fisheries man¬ 
agement program director 
for the commission, after 
the meeting. 'This is a very 
complexissue, and itwill be 
challenging, but they will 


find a way to make it work." 
Exactly how long it will take 
to implement the new rules 
is unclear at the moment, 
Kems said. 

It also remains to be seen 
whether the commission or 
states will take the lead in 
implementing the rules, she 
said. 

Colleen Coogan, who co¬ 
ordinates the federal gov¬ 
ernment team designed 
to protect the whales, said 
during the meeting that 
cooperating with Canadi¬ 
an authorities is a Iso going 
to be very important. Ca¬ 
nadian fishermen harvest 
the same species of lob¬ 
ster, and the endangered 
whales also swim in Cana¬ 
dian waters. 

'We've set a pretty high 
bar,"Coogan said. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Ahead 
of their much-anticipated 
and most recent collabo¬ 
ration, 'The Irishman," Mar¬ 
tin Scorsese and Robert 
De Niro convened at the 
Tribeca Film Festival to look 
back on their long partner¬ 
ship together. 

The talk, staged Sunday at 
New York'sBeaconTheatre, 
gave De Niro, co-founder 
of the festival, one of his 
most unlikely roles to date: 
interviewer. With interstitial 
clips chosen by Scorsese 
from the director's filmog¬ 
raphy, the famously terse 
actor didn't so much pep¬ 
per or prod the filmmaker 
as occasionally announce 
it was time to discuss 'the 
next one." 

But if the conversation re¬ 
lied largely on Scorsese, it 
still offered a window into 
their long-running collabo¬ 
ration. Begun with 1973's 
"Mean Streets"and stretch¬ 
ing over nine feature films, 
it's one of the most famous 
director-actor pairs in cin¬ 


ema. One of Scorsese's 
other regulars, Leonardo 
DiCaprio, was among the 
full crowd, eagerto see the 
legendary New York duo 
together. 

'The Irishman,"which Netflix 
will release this fall, is their 


latest gangster film togeth¬ 
er, following "Mean Streets," 
"Goodfellas" and "Casino." 
It's based on the 2003 book 
"I Heard You Paint Houses" 
by Charles Brandt, which 
recounts the life of mob 
hitman Frank 'The Irish¬ 


man" Sheeran (played by 
De Niro). Al Pacino plays 
Jimmy Hoffa, whose dis¬ 
appearance some have 
traced to Sheeran. 

"It's in the milieu of the pic¬ 
tures we've done together 
and are known for, in a 


sense, but I hope from a dif¬ 
ferent vantage point," said 
Scorsese. 'Yearshave gone 
by and we see things in a 
special way, I hope." 
Though its release is months 
away, 'The Irishman"— one 
of Netflix's biggest-budget- 
ed films yet — has already 
become the new flash 
point of the ongoing battle 
between Netflix and movie 
theaters. The major chains 
have refused to play re¬ 
leases that don't abide to 
the traditional exclusive 
90-day theatrical window. 
Netflix has said that doesn't 
serve the interests of its mil¬ 
lions of members. 

How Scorsese will navi¬ 
gate those divisions is be¬ 
ing closely watched. The 
76-year-old filmmaker is 
among the most respected 
in movies, and has long 
been a devoted advocate 
of film history and film pres¬ 
ervation. The directordidn't 
wade into those issues Sun¬ 
day, but he spoke about 
how "Irishman" reverber¬ 
ates with themesthat have 
long propelled him. O 


400-year-old Bible stolen fiom US is found in Netheriands

PITTSBURGH (AP) — A 17th 
century Geneva Bible, one 
of the hundreds of rare 
books authorities said were 
stolen from a Pittsburgh li¬ 
brary as part of a 20-year- 
long theft scheme, is back 
home. 

The Bible, published in 1615, 
wastraced to the American 
Pilgrim Museum in Leiden, 
about 45 miles (70 kilome¬ 
ters) from Amsterdam in the 
Netheriands, said FBI agent 
RobertJ ones. 

It was among more than 
300 rare books, maps, 
plate books, atlases and 
more that were discovered 
missing from the Camegie 
Library of Pittsburgh last 
year. A former archivist 
at the library and a rare 
book dealer are accused 
of stealing books valued at 
more than $8 million. 

The Bible "is more than a 
piece of evidence," J ones 
said Thursday at a news 
conference in Pittsburgh. 
"I am happy to say it has 
finally made its way back 


to its rightful owner here in 
Pittsburgh." 

There are several similar Bi¬ 
bles, J ones said afterward. 
"From a dollar-figure sense, 
it is not priceless," he said. 
"From a history perspective, 


it is priceless." 

The Dutch museum had 
paid $1,200 for the Bible, 
District Attorney Stephen 
Sppala J r. said. 

The first edition of the Ge¬ 
neva Bible was published 


Associated Press 

in 1560. This particular edi¬ 
tion, published in London 
fouryearsafterthe first King 
J amesversion, issimilarto a 
Bible known to have been 
broughtoverby the Pilgrims 
in 1620, J ones said. 


The FBI will hand over the 
Bible to Allegheny County 
prosecutors, who will return 
it to the library, Sppala J r. 
said. 

After charges were filed 
last year, Sppala said, the 
director of the Dutch mu¬ 
seum contacted police in 
The Hague and the Cam¬ 
egie Library, which in turn 
contacted the FBI in Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

The FBI in The Hague worked 
with the museum and then 
shipped the Bible to FBI of¬ 
fices in Pittsburgh, said FBI 
agent Shawn Brokos 
Wearing blue latex gloves, 
she displayed the Bible, 
carefully opening itsweath- 
ered pages 

The FBI hopes news of the 
recovery of this Bible will 
prompt others to look at 
their collections for any 
possible items stolen from 
the Pittsburgh library. "Some 
probably are in private col¬ 
lections,"] ones said. 
Prosecutors in Pittsburgh 
have so far recovered 18 of 
the books stolen from the li¬ 
brary, Zbppala said.Q

Beyonce is extremely pri¬ 
vate, and only lets you 
know what she wants you 
to know, when she wants 
you to know it — typically, 
in a surprise post be it on 
herwebsite orlnstagram. 
But throughout the years, 
she's slightly cracked open 
her door to reveal parts of 
her life and personality — 
apart from what she gives 
through strong singing 
and extraordinary dance 
moves—to help remind us 
thatthough she isepic and 
flawless, she is still mortal. 
"HOMECOMING: A film 
by Beyonce," which pre¬ 
miered Wednesday on 
Netflix, captures the hu¬ 
man side of the superstar 
singer with behind-the- 
scenes, intimate moments 
of a mother, wife and artist 
tirelessly working on what's 
already become one of 
most iconic musical per¬ 
formances of all-time: Be- 
yonce'sheadlining show at 
the 2018 Coachella Valley 
Music and Arts Festival. 

Ihe performance marked 
the first time a black wom¬ 
an headlined the famed 
festival and made Beyon¬ 
ce just the third woman to 
score the gig, behind Bjork 
and Lady Gaga. Beyonce 
took on the role seriously — 
as she does all live perfor¬ 


mances— giving the audi¬ 
ence a rousing, terrific and 
new show highlighted by a 
full marching band, major¬ 
ette dancers, steppersand 
more that is the norm at his¬ 
torically blackcollegesand 
u n ive rsitie s (H BC Us). 

The film takes it a step fur- 
therto showcase whatwas 
happening to get to the 
historic moment: you see 
a mother bouncing back 
from giving birth to twinsvia 
an emergency C-section; 
an African American wom¬ 
an embracing her family's 
history and paying tribute 
to black college culture 
and honoring black art; 
and the world's No. 1 pop 
star defying the odds yet 
again and pushing herself 
to new heights, creating 
an even wider space be¬ 
tween herself and whoever 
is No. 2. 

Simply put, Beyonce 
changed Coachella — 
forever — and perform¬ 
ing after her is like trying to 
out-ace Serena Williams or 
dunk better than Michael 
J orclan: You won't win. 
Woven into the film are 
audio soundbites from 
popularfiguresto help nar¬ 
rate the story: Nina Simone 
speaks about blackness, 
Maya Angelou talks about 
truth, and Tessa Thompson 
and Danai Gurira explain 
the importance of seeing 


people who look like you 
on large screens 
Beyonce speaks, too, say¬ 
ing thatshe dreamed of at¬ 
tending an HBCU, though 
she explains: "My college 
was Destiny's Child." 

She also says the impor¬ 
tance of her Coachella 
performance was to bring 
"our culture to Coachella" 
and highlight "everyone 
that had never seen them¬ 
selves re p re se nte d." 

So many people were 
represented during those 
performances last April 
— her stage was packed 
with about 200 performers, 
from dancers to singers to 
band and orchestra play¬ 
ers.

J osh Ritter's "Fever Brea ks" is 


a work of stacked marvels, 
the result of an auspicious 
collaboration with J ason Is¬ 
bell — who also produced

In places raw, chilling and 
emphatic, while sensitive 
and compassionate in oth¬ 
ers, the lOsongscovermur- 
der, love and politics while 
ruminating on the wonders 
and burdens of our exis¬ 
tence and its expiry date.

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'Children of a Lesser God 1 writer Maik Medoff dies at 79

Mark Medoff, a provoca¬ 
tive playwright whose "Chil¬ 
dren of a Lesser God" won 
Tony and Olivier awards 
and whose screen adapta¬ 
tion of his play earned an 
Oscarnomination, hasdied 
in LasCruces, New Mexico. 
He was79. 

Medoff died Tuesday in 
a hospice surrounded by 
family, according to his 
daughter, Jessica Bunch- 
man. He had been battling 
both multiple myeloma, a 
cancer, and renal failure, 
she said Wednesday in a 
family statement. 

Medoff wrote 30 plays and 
wrote, produced or direct¬ 
ed 19 movies He found his 
greatest success with 'Chil¬ 
dren of a Lesser God," the 
tale of a troubled love affair 
between a speech teach- 
erand a deaf woman who 
struggle to overcome the 
communications gap be¬ 
tween theirtwo cultures. 
Phyllis Frelich won a Tony in 
1980 for her Broadway por¬ 
trayal of Sarah Norman, the 
deaf woman at the heart 
of the play, which ran for 
almost900 performances It 
was la ter made into a mov¬ 
ie, which won an Academy 
Award for actress Maiiee 
Matlin, who co-starred op¬ 
posite William Hurt. 
Medoffwasa caring advis¬ 
er to many in the business, 
according to the state¬ 
ment. 


"He had a way of making 
every creative heart with 
whom he worked feel as 
if their work, or their part 
in his work, was the single 
most important thing to 
him in the moment. In turn, 
hundreds of writers, actors, 
directors and creatives all 
over the world consider 
MarkMedoffa mentor,"the 
statement said. 

Matlin tweeted on Wednes¬ 
day: "Mark Medoff, the bril¬ 
liant mind behind the Tony 
Award winning play, 'Chil¬ 
dren Of A LesserGod,' has 
passed at 79. He insisted 
and fought the studio that 
the role be played by a 
deaf actor; I would not be 
here as an Oscar winner if 


it weren't for him. RIP Dear 
Mark." 

A Broadway revival last 
yearof'Children of a Lesser 
God" starred J oshua J ack- 
son and Lauren Ridloff, a 
former Miss Deaf America 
who earned a Tony nomi¬ 
nation. 

Medoff's work often tack¬ 
led social issues, from ani¬ 
mal testing and AIDS in the 
play "Prymate," to Ameri¬ 
can myths and disorders 
in the Obie-winning stage 
work 'When You Cornin' 
Back, Red Ryder"to pover¬ 
ty in India in his screenplay 
for the 1992 film 'City of 
J oy." His 2015 play, "Marilee 
and Baby Lamb: Ihe As¬ 
sassination of an American 


Goddess," is about the last 
daysof Marilyn Monroe. 
"Everything I do probably 
starts more from a social- 
issue impulse than any¬ 
thing else," the playwright 
told The Associated Press 
in 2004. "I went to a psy¬ 
chologist when I was 18 or 
19and he said I wasthe first 
kid he'd ever met who was 
rebelling against a happy 
childhood. So when I start¬ 
ed writing, I began to ex¬ 
propriate social issues and 
quickly roped myself out of 
my angst." Medoff was in¬ 
spired to write 'Children of 
a Lesser God" after meet¬ 
ing Frelich and her hus¬ 
band, Robert Steinberg, a 
lighting designer. "I told him 


there were no rolesfordeaf 
actresses," Frelich recalled. 
"He said,'OK, I'll write a play 
for you.' He did. He went 
home and wrote 'Children 
of a LesserGod.' He want¬ 
ed to write a good play." 
Medoff was co-founder of 
the American Southwest 
Theatre Company and 
head of the Department of 
Theatre Arts for nine years 
at New Mexico State Uni¬ 
versity, where he taught for 
years. He helped form the 
Creative Media Institute for 
Film &amp; Digital Arts in 
2005. 

'When the Creative Media 
Institute was just getting go¬ 
ing, Mark told the faculty, 
'Look, we can sit around 
and talk about how to 
teach people to make mov¬ 
ies, orwe can just go make 
movies,'which reflected his 
philosophy across life," said 
Amy Lanasa, a friend who 
now heads the institute, in 
the family statement. 'Why 
sit around talking about 
it when you can get up 
and take action or create 
something?" Medoff's oth¬ 
er works include the plays 
'The Wager," "The Hand of 
Its Enemy," "The Heart Out¬ 
right," "The Majestic Kid" 
and the screenplay for the 
HBO movie thriller "Apol¬ 
ogy." He also penned the 
1978 Chuck Norris action 
film, 'Good Guys Wear 
Black" and the black com¬ 
edy "Refuge" starring Linda 
Hamilton in 20100

Domingo has starred on 
the stage of the Metropoli¬ 
tan Opera fora whopping 
50 yea rs - a nd is still sing ing, 
amazingly, at age 78. 

On Sunday, the Met liter¬ 
ally turned the tables and 
threw a dinneron the same 
stage for the Spaniard's 
golden anniversary. Guests 
included soprano Renee 
Fleming and the compa¬ 
ny's new music director, 
Yannick Nezet-Seguin. 

"I have been lucky with 
a healthy throat and the 
passion for what I do," Do¬ 
mingo said, standing by his 
table in the middle of the 


stage before the empty 
4,000-seat house, surround¬ 
ed by dinner guests and 
joking, 'for once, I'm here 
and I don't have to sing!" 
He noted that the inter¬ 
national competition he 
started, Operalia, means 
that in just a bout every op¬ 
era house in the world, he 
encounters its winners who 
have become stars he still 
mentors. 

Nezet-Seguin, a French- 
Canadian about half Do¬ 
mingo's age, remembers 
conducting the tenor so me 
years ago "and every day 
he was the first arriving to 
work, he was coaching 
younger artists, coming 
to rehearsals, wanting to 


leam; he was always the 
most respectful, the most 
loving and passionate per¬ 
son in the room." 

In terms of vocal longevity, 
he added, "he'sa miracle." 
Domingo is currently ap¬ 
pearing in his 52nd main 
role at the Met - as Ger- 
mont in Verdi's "La Traviata" 
- among 151 global career 
roles, and counting. 

The lifelong tenor now sings 
asa baritone, appearing in 
top theatersOn Sunday, he 
remembered hisMetdebut 
a half century ago, when 
he was suddenly called to 
replace an ailing singer.
